SOME OF BRUIN'S HABITS. 


AN OLD HTTNTKR'S INTERESTING 
TALK ABOUT BEARS. 


W h y They Have Sticlx a Chiinsy Gait 
—Their Tactics in thn Chase—In- 
creasiuip iu Number, 


n man is aftor boars for profit,*' 
•said an old Sinnaraahoninff (Peun.) hun- 
ter, who is posted on all the ways of the 
woods and their inhabitants, **it is better 
for him to trap them than to hunt them. 
A bear hunt is generally a long and tire- 
some piece of work; but, with a light fall 
-of snow and a fresh track, there is no 
sport so exciting, and even the amateur 
hunter will find himself going miles on a 
good, stiff trot, unmindful of latigue or 
-obstacles in his way, so wrapped up will 
ho bo in tho chase. 
Wlien a bear finds 
that ho is being tracked he will pick out 
tho most tangled and as nearly tho most 
impassable places he can reach. 
To fol- 
low him requires iiorvc, wind and a 
tough skin. 
A bear thinks nothing of 
leading the hunter a chase of 
twenty 
miles or more over hills and through val- 
leys, where tlie brush and briers are most 
harassing, and the swaraps almost inac- 
•^cossiblc toman, while the bear will shuf- 
fle along with his clumsy gait as rapidly 
as if he were on tho best cf roads. 


'»It isn't likely, by the way, that any 
one ever told you why it was that the 
bear has that peculiarly clumsy and ap- 
parently painful gait, although you have 
•doubtless wondered why it was. 
I never 
heard tho reason, but knowing that it 
must be an anatomical one, I once in- 
vestigated the skeleton of a bear I killed, 
• and found that the explanation 
of 
his 
awkward locomotion was very simple. 
In the first place, the bear has no claviclcs 
in tho shoulders to keep the shoulder 
bones steadily apart, as is usual in animals, 
and consequently when the bear moves 
his fore legs the shoulder blades work or 
slide loosely oa the sides. 
Then again, 
the bear has his ankle joint in his hind 
legs plump on the ground, or it is rather 
•H part of the hind foot. 
This structure 
gives the first joint of the hind legs a 
bend in the opposite direction from that 
which it has iu the legs of other animals. 
This loose and qucerriiigiugof the joints 
-of the legs and shoulders gives the bear 
that peculiar wobble 
or shufile with 
^which he makes his way. 
The broad 
base 
which 
the 
foot 
oC the 
bear 
forms, 
however, 
gives 
it 
a 
steady 
and secure footing, no mutter M'hat the 
. appearance is to the contrary. 
The 
peculiar location of the ankle joint at the 
hind feet is what enables the bear to get 
mp on these feet so readily, and maintain 
a secure position while he uses liis fore 
paws in grasping or striking with his 
well-known facility and effectiveness. It 
is the absence of clavicles in his shoul- 
^ders that gives the bear the greatjhugging 
power of his fore legs, which is not only 
of the greatest service to him in climbing 
but in dealing with his enemies. 
In fact, 
if he had the usual claviclcs he couldn't 
'climb a tree at all, and the bear dog 
would not need to stand in fear of that 
.terrific embrace. 


''Dogs are the natural enemies of bears, 
A dog's yelp behind him is a signal to 
bruin for a fight. Few experienced dogs 
arc foolish enough to go beyond the open- 
ing of a cave or hole where a bear has 
•been scented, or to pitch into a bear that 
has turned for fight. A full-grown bear 
with his dander up can ward oíE half a 
-dozen good dogs, if he can protect his 
rear. 
A fair blow from a bear's fore paw 
will place any dog in a position that will 
lob the subsequent proceedings of all in- 
terest to him. 
At sight of aman, though, 
a bear will make every effort to get away.

A' she bear with 
cubs, when closely followed, will keep 
her young ones ahead of her, bringing 
lap the rear to protect them.

^about with much fuss and noise, and 
make herself as fierce as possible in many 
ways.

In chasing a bear experienced

It is no hard matter 
to kill a bear if the dogs understand 
their business after he is brought to bay, 
for he will give all his attention to the 
dogs that are yelping around him, while 
the hunter statads off and fills him with 
lead.

A company has been formed in France 
for the purpose of diverting the Guiero 
River to St. Christophe, where a fall of 
200 meters would be thus obtained, repre- 
senting a force of 4000 horse power, 
which would be utilized in developing 
electricity for the production of alum- 
nium by a new jn'ocess from the clay 
there found. 


A portable house of paper has recently 
been constructed in Hamburg. 
The 
walls consist of double layers of paper, 
of which the interior one is impregnated 
against fire, and the exterior one against 
moisture. 
The paper is fixed in frames, 
which can easily be attached to each 
other. 
The house is intended to serve as 
a restaurant, and contains a dining room 
ninety feet lon¿. 


, At Kansas City recently, it was an- 
nounced that Thomas A. Edison would 
deliver an address, though he was thou- 
sands of miles away.

000 as the crab's share. 


The eruption of Krakatao, East In- 
dies, in 18tí3, destroyed all animal and 
vegetable life in the sea around it, and 
covered the coral reef of the shore under 
a bed of ashes and pumice stone over 
Bisty feet thick. Nevertheless, according 
to the observations of Dr. Sluiter, a Dutch 
naturalist, a young shore reef is now 
forming on this volcanic layer, and has 
already attained the breadth of a meter. 


French meteorologists, it appear?, have 
just discovered that tho Eifiiel tower will 
provo-far more valuable to them for ob- 
servation than was at first imagined. In- 
deed, it is said that it possesses most of 
the advantages of an observatory built 
upon a mountain. In confirmation of this, 
it is stated that, recently, while a severe 
frost prevailed in the city, a strong, warm 
breeze was blowing at the summit of the 
tower, and it was three days before this 
temperature reached the ground.

lately a number of failures of farmers 
in Lancaster county been reported and 
the inference might be drawn that farm- 
ing in that region was not profitable. 
But the reverse is the reverse is the fact, 
so far as terming being a safe business 
is concerned. 
Farmers may not be 


making fortunes in Lancaster county, 
but if they keep within the lines of their 
legitimate vocation they will not be- 
come bankrupts. 
The farmers who 


have failed there were speculators, us- 
ing their credit as soil cultivators to 
make risks in other directions, the fail- 
ure of which wrecked them as farmers. 
A arm of brokers failed in New York 
recently not because they were doing 
business as a firm, but because a mem- 
ber of the co-partnership overdrew* his 
amount and behaved knavishly. 
The 


lines of legitimate business can always 
be formed with safety. 
If a man or a 


firm sees that money is not being made 
ihey have time to stop and need not 
plunge into failure. 
If the same par- 


ties run undue risks, assume responsi- 
bilities which they cannot carry, the 
failure of such a course is not an evi- 
dence that business is dull or profitless, 
but merely a proof that the parties in 
question blundered or perhaps were 
criminals in their actions. 
Such re- 


sults ought not to be called business 
iailures, because "business" in the prop- 
er sense ot the term had no identity 
with the result.

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Business failures, says the Hairisburg 
Independent, when fully investigated, 
may as a rule, be traced to causes which 
bear no i-clation whatever to what is 
right and proi^er in the transactions of 
trade and commerce, kept within their 
legitimate lines of operation. 
Very 
lately a number of failures of farmers 
in Lancaster county been reported and 
the inference might be drawn that farm- 
ing in that region was not profitable. 
But the reverse is the reverse is the fact, 
so far as iarming being a safe business 
is concerned. 
Farmers may not be 
making fortunes in Lancaster county, 
but if they keep within the lines of their 
legitimate vocation they will not be- 
come bankrupts. 
The farmers who 
have failed there were speculators, us- 
ing their credit as soil cultivators to 
make risks in other directions, the fail- 
ure of which wrecked them as farmers. 
A firm of brokers failed in New York 
recenily not because they were doing 
business as a firm, but because a mem- 
ber of the co-partnership overdrew his 
amount and behaved knavishly. The 
hnes of legitimate business can always 
be formed with safety. 
If a man or a 
firm sees that money is not being made 
they have time to stop and need not 
plunge into failure. If the same par- 
lies run undue risks, assume responsi- 
bilities which they cannot carry, the 
failure of such a course is not an evi- 
dence that business is dull or profitless, 
but merely a proof that the parties in 
question blundered or perhaps were 
crmiinals in their actions. 
Such re- 
sults ought not to be called business 
failures, because "business" in the prop- 
er sense ot the term had no identity 
with the result.

SFETACH FEITTEHS.

Tour steamer; drop first a spoonful o$ 
batter, then one of berries, sreauied 
apples, or any frudc or sauce you happen 
to have; then put in batter to fill "the cup 
and steam twenty-five 
minutes.

make the batter, siir in one pint of dour, 
two teaspoonfuls of baking-powder and 
a littie salt, then add milk enough to 
make it quite soft. 
Serve the pudding 


with a sauce made of two eggs, oce-aulf 
cup of butter, anu a cup of sugar, beaiea 
well with a cup of boiling mifk and one 
of the fruits used for the pudding.—

GABLXISHIKG OF FISH. 


There are no dishes that come on ov.r 


table more capable of improvement by 
garnish, than a dish of ash. * "Without 
garnish it is bare and unappetizing. A 
boiled fish should always be lifted up 
•with an open skimmer or on a grating, 
or, if boiled in a napkin, should be laid 
In a colander a moment to drain. It 
must then be turned instantly on a hot" 
platter on which a folded nankin has 
been laid. A decoration of lenion quar- 
ters, or of slices o£ lemons and parsley, 
is very suitable for almost any boiled 
fish. Groups of fried oysters and pieces of 
lemon are also suitable decoration to sal- 
mon or halibut. English epicures usual- 
ly serve a dish of cucumbers v.-ith sal- 
mon, and sometimes green peas. 
Usual- 


ly potato croquettes or mashed potatoes 
are the only vegetable served with 
boiled fish.. Baked fish are often im- 
proved in appearance by fried bread- 
crumbs strewn over them. Baked fish 
are usually served with a sauce around 
them, while a boiled Ssh is accompanied 
by the sauce in a boat. A fried or 
boiled fish is best served with garnish of 
fried potatoes, or of lemon and parsley, 
lightly used. 3Iaitre d'hotel butter or 
tartar sauce is generally served with fried 
or boiled Ssh.—Seic York Tribune.

In the west central part of Salt I akc 
iCity stands a plain clliptiral structure 
250 feet long» 150 wide and 80 liigh. Its 
iroof is oval form and is a self supporting 
arch "whose bents rest on 
forty-four 
Bandstone pillars, each varying from 
fourteen to twenty feet in height. 
The 
building was begun la 
1^04 and oom- 
plotcd three years later. 
It is the Mor- 
mon tabernacle. 
The church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints of Zion and 
•vicinity worship here every afternoon. 


The interior is no fess remarkable than 
the people who built it. 
In the rear on 
% platform is an organ whose front tow- 
ers have an altitude of fifty-eight feet. 
It is thirty-eight feet by thirty. 
The 
bellows arc supplied with air by water 
power. 
This organ has fifty-seven stops 
and 21548 pipes, ranging in length from 
two to thirty-two feet; it is operated by 
eight couplers and the same number of 
.pedals. 


To the right of the instrument sit the 
female members of the choir; to the left, 
the male. 
Between the organ and the 
pulpit is a mounted harp. 
The 
pulpit 
ieems as if it were a fiignt of three steps 
descending to the ground floor. The 
Srst flight or stand is the seat of the 
prophet and president of the Mormon 
church. 
This office is vacant at present. 
Wilford Woodruff is prophet pro tem- 
tpore. 


The second stand is occupied by the 
twelve apostles; and the third or lowest, 
by the presidents of the high priests of 
seventies. 
To the south—the Mormons 
designate position in their sanctuaries 
by the cardinal points of the compass— 
of these dignitaries sit numerous ciders 
and seventy high priests to the north, 
the bishops and the counselors. 
This 
corps of ecclesiastics is separated from 
the audience by railings, except where 
the pulpit makes a descent. 
On the 
ends of the railings repose two huge 
lions. 
Ten feet 
above the railings be- 
gins the gallery, which runs around the 
building in a horseshoe curve, and on 
its lower edge are three hundred gas 
jets, 
studded with porcelain globes. 
'J he ceiling is concave and hung with 
decorations that were placed there thir- 
teen years ago in commemortion of a 
Sunday-school jubilee. 
The auditorium 
makes a gradual ascent from the pulpit. 


It is two o'clock. 
A gentleman seats 
himself at the organ and plays a volun- 
-tary. 
We survey the audience. 
Every 
State and Territory is represented.

RAlHTKff, GATHKVTiCa AND CXJ» 
i v a A VAIiUABIiB FRUIT. 


Much Curo Taken In Shaklnjitho 
Plums 
From tho Tree—Prylnic 
Prooossos—Packtn^ tho Fruit. 


The prune is a species of plum, which 
has been cultivated in Asia Minor from 
the most remote ages. 
Some prunes are 
grown and cured in Turkey, but France 
monopolizes 
the bulk of the trade, 
which, however, is now being shared by 
California, where the fruit is grown to 
perfection. 
A report on the 
French 
prune industry by tho American Consul, 
Hoosevelt, gives some interesting par- 
ticulars of the culture and preparation 
of this valuable fruit, of Avhich we have 
imported in the seven years past about 
$0.000,000 worth. 


The prune grows best upon limestone 
clay soils and in temperate clunatcs, 
reaching tho highest perfection where 
the vine produces its choicest clusters 
and wines of the highest exccllencc. 
It 
is a shallow-rootrd tree, and is frequent- 
ly planted in vineyards where its roots 
are shaded by the low-trained vines sup- 
ported on flat trellises for the purpose of 
gettinsr the most of tho sun's heat that is 
reflected 
from the 
soil. 
A double 
plantation of vines and prunes is valued 
in France at one-fourth more than a vine- 
yard alone, and is commonly worth $5U0 
per acre. 


The trees are grafted for the purpose 
of propagating the best varieties, and 
are grown in commercial nurseries from 
which the planters procure their supply 
of trees. 
The cultivation is simple; in 
some localities the orchards are irrigated 
and the most favorited sites for orchards 
are the moist valleys that arc watered by 
streams flowing from the higher slopes. 
The trees arecarefully pruned to develop 
a growth of fine fruit, 
the value of 
which depends very much upon the size. 
When ripe the fruit is covered with a 
light colored bloom which greatly adds 
to its market value. As the iinal appear- 
ance of the fruit is a large element in its 
market value, great care is taken in the 
gathering and curing. The fruit is gath- 
ered only after the hot sun has dried tho 
ground and the air and dissipated all 
dampness. 
Either straw is spread for 
the fruit to fall upon or the ground is 
softened by harrowing, so that the fall- 
ing fruit is not bruised. 
The tree is 
gently shaken, so that only the fully ripe 
fruit is gathered. The fruit is then taken 
to the fruit house, where it is spread 
upon tables to perfect its 
ripeness. 
It is then subjected to several cook- 
ing 
processes 
before 
it 
is 
ready 
for packing. 
The first of these is to dry 
the fruit and get rid of both external 
and internal moisture. 
The later pro- 
cesses are intended to give the fruit that 
bright and brilliant surface which gives 
to the ilnest qualities the handsome ap- 
pearance that is so much desired. 
For 
certain purposes the prunes are dried in 
the sun, but this slow process, while it 
gives a high flavor to the fruit, enhances 
the cost too muoh for the ordinary trade. 
In some localities the fruit is plunged 
into boiling water, and so left until the 
cooled watei- boils again, when it is 
cooled and spread upon trays and ex- 
posed to the sun until it is dried. 
In 
other places the fully-ripe fruit is impaled 
upon twigs, which are stuck up in beds 
of straw, to be dried by the sun*s heat. 
The seeds are then pushed out and the 
prunes once more exposed to tho sun, 
and then packed for sale. 


In the most productive departments 
of France large ovens aroused for drying 
the fruit, which is flrst washed to 
le- 
move sand or du3t that may have become 
attached during the gathering. 
It U 
then dried in the air upon trays of rough 
wickerwork and put in single layers in 
the oveng. 
The heat of the ovens is 
carefully ro-julated so as not to exceed 
luO degrees at lirst, but afterward it is 
raised to 140 degrc..'S at which Jieat tho 
juice of the prunes is giadually dried 
without bursting the skin. 
Kach ex- 
posure to these heats continues for six 
hours, after which the prunes are ex- 
posed to the air. 
During these airings 
the prunes are turned, but are not touched 
until they 
are 
cold, 
oiherwise 
the 
fingering spots the skin and injures the 
bright, glistening appearance. 
A third 
heating is then given at a temperature of 
180 degrees to 
degrees, this heating 
be-"g continued until the kernel is com- 
pltioly cooked and probable fermentation 
of it prevented. 
The result of the last 
heating is to give the prunes a dark pur- 
ple color, a solid and brilliant surface, 
and an elastic, firm touch. 
During tho 
whole ])nices8 the fruit loses 70 percent, 
of its weight. 


The fruit is finally sorted into sizes, 
by which its market value is regulate*!^ 
Mo. 1 prunes runs UO to 02 to the pound ; 
Mo, 2, bO to 
Ko. 3, 70 to72; Ko, -4, 
00 to OS; Ko. 5, 55 to 56; Mo, C, 44 to 
45; No. 7, 40 to 41 ; No. 8, 34 to 35, and 
Mo, 9, 80 to 31, 
It is then pressed fiat 
letweeu rubber-covcred rollers, having 
a certain space between them, and packed 
in cases. 
Borne jiackers use the ieet for 
pressing tho fruit in the boxes; othdrs 
use a simple machine. 
The common 
prunes aro packed in hogsheads and the 
Onest in bottles or jars or in fancy paper 
boxes lined with gilt paper. 
The chief 
port of shipment ot the l-rench prunes is 
Bordeaux, from which morq than 100 
vessels yearly depart loaded exclusively 
with this valuable product, beside many 
Dthers which« tHke partial cargoes.— 
i^'cùo York Timea^

Cost of Growing >Vhcat In Bussfn« 


As Russia is a close competitor with 
us in growing wheat it is interesting to 
learn the actual cost of producing this 
grain in that country, 
A lUiSbian agri- 
cultural expert gives a somewhat aston- 
ishing account of the cost of wheat 
growing in the province of Kiga, 
"With 
huch prices as ho gives, tho statement of 
the Russian ^Minister of 
Agriculture, 
that wheat growing, as a rule, has not 
paid at recent prices, seems almost in- 
credible, 
He states that three acres of 
wheat costs him Jess than iJ^O to grow, 
while the produce, 10 bushels per acre, 
realized 
leaving a profit or $15 on 
the three acres, after paying rent and all 
other expenses. The low cost of produc- 
tion is accounted for by tho wages paid 
to laborers, regular hands getting only 
12 cents a day, and extra men, in Bum- 
mer, 
cents a day for X-i hours' work, 
exclusive of mealtimes. 
As for horsea' 
keep, it is put 3own at 10 cents a day, 
grass land being free, so that horses cost 
nothing during the summer. 
The cart- 
ing and spreading of lertili^er are put at 
1« cents an acre, two plowings at 37 
cents each, harvesting at 16 cents, and 
thrashing at 8a cents. 
The 
heaviest 
amounts are those charged for rent and 
taxes,77 cents an acre,and forseed )P1,41. 
JIanagement, repairs of buildincs, re- 
pairs and renewal of machinery are all* 
charged in the total, but not interest oa,

THE DUST IN HAY. 


There is, as all farmers know, more or 
less dust in all hay, and this, if taken into 
the lungs, is very injurious to horses fed 
on it. 
Clover hay and that of timothy 
out in the bloom are especially liable to 
be dusty, and often gives horses the heaves 
-when fed on either of these. 
SlighTiy 
wetting the hay will ])revont this injury. 
The better way is to cut the hay, slightly 
moiflten it and throw on it a little corn 
and oats ground together, taking care not 
to give more tliaii* will be eaten clean at 
each feed. 
Between meals the rack may 
be iilled with fresh straw, which 
the 
horse will ])ick over, and which may then

GOOD POTATO SEED.

Size is not the important matter 
so much as inaturi*-y and abundance of 
starch. 
We have known • small, well- 
npened tubers to produce large crops. 
Their chief objection is having too many 
eyes, producing a 
great 
number of 
sprouts, which crowd each other aud de- 
crease the vielcl mucli as such crowdinir CD 
would with anything else. 
If small po- 
tatoes are used dig out all the eyes save 
two, and let these be well developed. 
Where large potatoes are cut to one or 
two eyes this, often makes very small 
pieces at the seed ends. 
It is better in 
such eases to dig out some of the eyes 
and cut the pieces of larger size.

than i>ne sprout is oftiin ])roduced from 
a single eye, especially on rich soil aud 
when planted r'ceply.—Aviericaii Cultiva-

All Inuneiise Forest 


In Stanley's report to-the British Gov- 
ernment in regard to his expedition for 
the relief of Emin Pasha, he speaks as 
follows of the discovery of an immense 
forest; '»We can prove that 
east and 
north and northeast of the Congo there 
exists an immense area of about ;;i50,OUO 
square miles which is covered by one un- 
broken, compact and 
veritable forest. 
TJirough the core of this forest wc trav- 
eled for thirteen 
inontlis, and in its 
gloomy shades many scores of our dark 
followers perished. Our progress through 
the dense undergrowth of bush and am- 
bilious young trcps wliich grew beneath 
the impeji'vious shades of the forest 
giants, and which was matted by arums, 
phrynia and amoma, meahed by endless 
lines of calamus, and complicated by great 
cable-like convolvuli, was often only 
at tiie rate of 4UU yards an hour. Through 
sucli obstructions as these we had to tun- 
nel a way for the column to pass. 
The 
Amazon Valley cannot boast a more im- 
pervious or a more umbrageous forest,nor 
one which has more truly a tropical char- 
acter, than this vast Upjjer Congo forest, 
nourished as it is by cloven months of 
tropical showers."

wnv BUTTJ31: IS 3;i{ITTLE. 


A farmer asks v.'hy his butter is brittle 
aud crummy and breaks instead of cut- 
ting smoothly with the knife. This ques- 
tion may be answered by simply saying 
because it is winter 
butter, or 
to go 
further, that' winter butter usually con- 
tains a greater proportion of the hard fat, 
margarine and less of the soft fat, oeline, 
than summer made 
butter. 
But cold 
weather alone is not wholly responsible, 
i'eed has au infiuence on the character of 
butter. Cows are more likely to get poor 
bog hay and dry, weather-beaten corn- 
stalics or straw in winter than in summer 
when fresh, sweet grasses are abundant. 
If cows are kept iu warm, clean stables 
and ai'e fed an abundance of nutritious 
hay and grain, such as corn-meal, good 
bran and oil-mea[ and the milk is well 
handled, there need be no diixicultj' in 
having butter 
that 
-will cut smoothly 
M'ith the knife. 
Cows recently fresh in 
milk will ])rodu3e a better grade of but- 
ter than 
those that 
have given milk 
several months.—American 
Dairyman, 


FKin'ILIZIKii WITH CLOVEU. 


A system of rotation and plowing like 
the following will, in a few years, work 
wonders on any soil. 
When a crop of 
small grain is sown iu tJie spring, sow a 
liberal amount of medium clover and the 
next year after cutting the liay early, let 
the second crop go to seed and plow un- 
der when well matured. 
TJie next vear 
plant a crop, and when harvested plow 
fully as deep as before which brings the 
clover seed to the surface for a most lib- 
eral stocking. 
The clover seed contains 
so mucli oil that it will not rot wliile in 
tlio ¿.'round, and ^till being covered so 
deeply will not germinate while there. 
There being such an amount of seed,, if 
some does winter kill plenty more will 
not. 
Then wow a crop and the ground 
is well seeded agam with clover, and an- 
other crop of Jiay cut as before. 
And so 
for a series of years, harvesting a crop 
of 
grain 
the 
first 
year, 
c^rn 
or 
potatoes 
the second year, 
grain 
the 
third 
year 
and 
clover 
hay 
the 
fourth year. 
By this process the soil 
will improve in fertility wonderfully 


grow by far a greater crop of mangels 
than higher aud lighter soil, but those 
grown on lighter soil will contain more 
sugar, and will therefore be more val- 
uable for food, though this fact does not 
make it wise to grow them on poor up- 
land 
clay 
soil; 
but if it is friable, 
that is, of a crumbly nature, it 
will 
make excellent mangel soil. 
All land 
needs deep plowing, and eight cords 
of good manure to the acre plowed in."* 
Besides this 500 pounds of some good 
phosphate well mixed with the soil iu the 
drill will pay as an investment. 
Tho 
drills should be as much as twenty-eight 
inches apart to admit the use of the culti- 
vator, and -where land is chcap they had 
better be thirty to thirty-six inches apart. 
If the land is ridged wc have smooth man- 
gels, though I have not noted any in- 
crease in bulk. 
The ovoid and globular 
varieties are the sorts I noted growing in 
England aud France. 
These have less 
waste about them than the long Sorts, but 
iu average cultivation do not yield aa 
mucii bulk. 
Seed should be used very 
liberall}', eight to ten pounds to the acre, 
as the best of seed will not all germinate, 
owing perhaps to the want of sufficient 
moisture to saturate the spongy cover- 
ing, which is necessary to enable the lit- 
tle seed hidden 
within to sprout. 
I 
never saw poorer stands of mangels than 
in France, where farmers having had but 
a few acres uuder cultivation may be as- 
sumed to have taken all precautions to 
insure a crop. 


How the seed as much as an inch and 
a half below the surface in soil that lias 
been thoroughl}-- worked, and in none 
other should it be planted. 
Thin to a 
distance which has relation to the quan- 
tity of manure applitd; with very high 
manuring fifteen inches is a limit, for 
average 
manuring half 
that distance. 
Mangels come tho nearest to rhubarb in 
the rankness of the manure they will de- 
vour. 
I have raised heavy crops on soil 
so heavily fed with refuse salted porgies 
that tiie straw of the oat crop which fol- 
lowed them was as salt as if it had been 
pickled. Pull them before tlie occurrence 
of frosts to any degree severe, otherwise 
wc lose the feeding value of the leaves 
winch are worth for weight nearly as 
much as the roots themselves and a freeze 
that catches the exposed tops will cause 
tiiem to t\irn dark and surely rot. 
After 
they are harvested allow the earth adher- 
ing to them to dry before storing, when 
it will mostly drop oil when loading into 
carts. 


The mangel is very easily kept. Frosts 
and rats are its cliief enemies. 
If to go 
in a root cellar put them iu at any con- 
venient depth and throw a covering of 
waste iiay over tjiem. 
If to bo kept in 
tho ground dig a pit where rats do not 
abound in a dry spot two or three feet 
deep, fill to six inches above thesjarface, 
then throw on a little diy brush, then a 
layer of earth and cover this with bed- 
ding stull, adding a few rails or sap- 
plings to prevent blowing away, Cijrrots 
wofld surely heat up and rot if pitted 
half as deep, 
3Iangcls undergo some 
change in their nature so tliat they aro 
not in condition to be fed before mid- 
winter. 
If fed earlier they are apt to 
purge the cows. 
Like ensilege they aro 
deficient in albuminoids and need to be 
¡jupplemented by some food rich iu tho 
jabsent element, for the sake of tho cow, 
the milk pail and tho manure heap, such 
as cottonseed, gluten 
meal or 
linseed 
meal. 
Before tho time for feediiig man- 
gels the cow can use the carrots, turni]}» 
aud cabbages.—Nt^w York Herald.

BPIKACn FRITTERS. 


BoU some spinach, and when thor- 
©U|Thly done, drain it well, mince it, and 
then add some grated bread, a little niit- 
mcg, ginger and cinnamon, all pounded 
finely. 
Then add as ranch cream or 
yelks of eggs as will make the prepara- 
tion of the consistence of batter. 
Drop 
the batter into a frying-pan containing 
some boiling lard, fry on a quick lire, 
drain and serve with slices of lemon. 


STEAMED PUFF-PUDDINO. 


Butter collee-cu^s and place them in 
your steamer; drop first a spoonful oi 
batter, then one of berries, steamed 
apples, or any fruit or sauce you happen 
to have; then put in batter to fill the cup 
and steam twenty-five 
minutes. 
To 
make the batter, stir in one pint of flour, 
two leaspoonfuls of baking-powder and 
a little salt, then add milk enough to 
make it quite soft. 
Serve the pudding 
with a sauce made of two eggs, one-half 
cup of butter, and a cup of sucrar, beaten 
well with a cup of boiling milk and one 
of the fruits used for the pudding.— 
Prairie Farmer. 


A 33AKED IIAM. 


Scrub the ham thoroughly with a toy 
scrubbing brush, and scrape the lowei 
part. 
Soak in water that will more 
than cover it, all night. 
Boil it until 
the skin will slip off easily. 
Then lay it 
in the dripping-pan with a pint of vine- 
gar. 
Baste every fifteen minutes. 
Bake 
four hours. 
Half an hour before it is 
done take it out and cover thickly with 
powdered white sugar and a layer ol 
ground cinnamon, mixed with a little 
nutmeg and red x^epper. 
Return it to 
the oven to brown, and glaze with the 
sugar. 
To skin it as directed before 
baking, hold the bone in one hand while 
hot, and with a damp cloth in the other 
hand loosen the skin from the bone, turn 
it back and draw it oil in one piece. 


GAKXISIIING OP FISH. 


There are no dishes that come on our 
table more capable of improvement by 
garnish than a dish of fish.' Without 
garnish it is bare and unappetizing, 
A 
boiled fish should always be lifted up 
with an open skimmer or on a grating, 
or, if boiled in a napkin, should be laid 
in a colander a moment to drain. 
It 
must then be turned instantly on a hot' 
platter on which a folded napki n iias 
been laid. 
A decoration of lemon quar- 
ters, or of slices of lemons and parsley, 
is very suitable for almost any boiled 
fish. Groups of fried oysters and pieces of 
lemon are also suitable decoration to sal- 
mon or halibut. 
English epicures usual- 
ly serve a dish of cucumbers with sal- 
mon, and sometimes green peas. 
Usual- 
ly potato croquettes or mashed potatoes 
are the only 
vegetable 
served with 
boiled fish. Baked fish are often im- 
l^roved in appearance by fried bread- 
crumbs strewn over them. 
Baked fish 
are usually served with a sauce around 
them, while a boiled fish is accompanied 
by the sauce in a boat, 
A fried or 
boiled fish is best served with garnish of 
fried potatoes, or of lemon and parsley, 
lightly used. 
Maitre d'hotel butter or 
tartar sauce is generally served with fried 
or boiled fish,—Neio York Trihunt. 


HOXJSEnOLD HINTS. 


Tea should be kept in a close canister. 
Corn Starch is a good substitute for 
eggs in cooking. 


Salt fish are best freshened by soaking 
over night in sour milk. 


To keep lemons, cover "with cold 
water, changing every week. 


To stop hiccough, take a lump of 
sugar saturated with vinegar. 


It is well to keep jweces of charcoal in 
damp corners and in dark places. 


Salt should never be added to nev; 
milk when cooking, as it will cause it to 
curdle. 


To make tough meat or fowls tender, 
add vinegar to the water in which they 
are cooked. 


To cure earache, take a piece of cotton 
batting,putinit a pinch of black pepper, 
dip in sweet oil and put ia the ear. 


Cheese should bo kept in a close box, 
in a Gool place. 
That which feels soft 
between the fingers is richest and best. 


Wood ashes put in water and poured 
in vessels retaining odors of onions, cab- 
Uiges or fish will entirely destroy them. 


Boiling water should not be poured 
owr tea tray, japanned goods, etc., as it 
will make the varnish crack and peel 
oft^ 


To prevent cake adhering to the pan 
•when baked, scatter a little flour over 
the greased surface before ¡Douring in the 
dough. 


It is said that if the hands are rubbed 
on a stick of celery after peeling onions 
the disagreeable smell will be entirely 
removed. 


Strong muriatic acid applied with a 
cloth, and the spot washed thoroughly 
with water, is recommended to remove 
ink stains from boards. 


The French method ^^ administering 
castor oil to children is to pour the oil 
into a pan over a moderate fire, break un 
egg into it and stir up ; when it is done 
flavor with a little salt or sugar or cur- 
rant jelly. 


Almonds aro blanched by pouring 
water over them after they are shelled; 
when they have remained for a few mo- 
ments in the water they can be rubbed 
in a soft, dry towel, and the skin will 
slip olf the kernels, letivjng them while 
juid entire.
